Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner indicated that the Brugger et al. reference supported 
applicant's contention that Kanz et al. teaches away from stimulating less than 6 days. The examiner further suggested 
several claim amendments to clarify the applicant's claimed methods and place the claims in condition for allowance. In 
particular, the examiner suggested removing the language "said cytokines and stromal cells being cytokines and 
stromals cells involved in a process of maintenance, expansion, development, or combinations thereof, of stem cells" 
in claims 123 and 125 and replacing it with "said agent being capable of increasing CXCR4 surface expression on 
hematopoietic stem cells". The examiner also suggested reorganizing claim 125 such that the stimulating and sorting 
steps are clearly separate, like in claim 123. The applicant's representative agreed to these changes and indicated that 
a second after-final with these changes would be filed.. 
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
